• Forward Rashawn Dally made his MLS debut for the Orange and Blue when he started 
against the LA Galaxy on June 22 

• file forward recorded three shots, including a team-high two shots on target, in 73 
minutes 

• file first-year player made his FCC debut across all competitions against Louisville 
City FC in the fourth round of the Lamar Hunt U.S. Open Cup on June 12, when he 
replaced Emmanuel Ledesma in the 115th minute of the match 

• Dally earned a spot on FC Cincinnati’s bench - for the first time this season - 
against the New York Red Bulls on May 25... he made the 18-man match day roster 
for a second time at New York City FC on June 6 

• Dally became FCC’s second 2019 MLS SuperDraft selection to appear in an MLS match

FCC played in front of a 
sold-out crowd in their home-opening win, 3-0, over the Portland Timbers on March 
17 

• On Friday, June 21, club officials announced that FC Cincinnati would be playing 
their lone match of June in front of an at capacity crowd 

• No strangers to big crowds, FC Cincinnati have averaged 28,193 fans through their 
first seven MLS home matches 

Dpen Cup Run Concludes 

• FC Cincinnati’s run in the 2019 Lamar Hunt U.S. Open Cup came to an end in the 
Round of 16 when the club lost to Saint Louis FC, 1-0, on Wednesday, June 19 

• FC Cincinnati fell to 8-3-2 all-time in USOC play... at home, FCC is 6-1-2 overall, 
and 2-2-0 on the road 

• In 2016, the club’s first-ever USOC draw, FCC went 1-1-0 with a second-round win over 
the then-NPSL Indy Eleven before a third-round loss to the Tampa Bay Rowdies

• file winger is two tallies away from reaching 30 goals in his MLS career... his 
28 career MLS goals rank third on the team behind Fanendo Adi (54) and Darren

• He also netted the game-winning goal on June 12 in USOC action, tallying in extra 
time to send FCC to the win in the fourth round over Louisville 

Saief’s Short Time in Cincy Ends 

• Kenny Saief’s short-term loan from Anderlecht to FCC has been cut short following 
a hamstring injury suffered on May 24 in training 

• His injury was going to require 3-5 weeks of rehabilitation and in consultation with 
both clubs, the decision was made to terminate his loan agreement - which was to 
end July 8 - and have him head back to Europe to begin rehab under Anderlecht’s 
medical staff in order to prepare for their preseason training 

• Saief finished his brief U.S. stint with nine MLS appearances - including six starts - 
with one goal and two assists in 566 minutes played 
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Strong Attendance Numbers Follow FCC to MLS 

• Entering MLS Week 17, FC Cincinnati rank third overall in average attendance,

• Dutch football executive Gerard Nijkamp was hired as General Manager on May 29 to 
oversee all aspects of the club’s sporting activities 

• Nijkamp, 49, comes to Cincinnati from The Netherlands and Eredivisie club PEC Zwolle, 
where he served as the club’s technical director since 2012 

• At FC Cincinnati, Nijkamp will direct all soccer-related areas, including: roster man¬ 
agement; roster budget and salary cap administration; player acquisition and scouting; 
overseeing the first-team coaching staff, sports performance and medical staffs; and 
the youth development programs 

• Nijkamp will report to club president Jeff Berding, and will manage the first-team head 
coach. Technical Director Luke Sassano, Director of Sports Performance Gary Walker 
and Director of Player Development Larry Sunderland... he will also be involved in the 
selection of the club’s next head coach, a process which is now underway 

Sunderland Joins Club as Director of Player Development 

• Youth development expert Larry Sunderland as the club’s first Director of Player 
Development on May 23 

• Sunderland comes to Cincinnati from the Portland Timbers, where he has served as 
the club’s Youth Technical Director since December 2015 

• At FC Cincinnati, Sunderland is charged with overseeing the launch, build and ad¬ 
ministration of the forthcoming FC Cincinnati Academy, and will also manage the 
club’s relationship with the United Soccer League through FCC’s own programming, 
as well as identifying potential affiliations and player development relationships 

• Additionally, Sunderland - who will report CM Gerard Nijkamp - will oversee on¬ 
going development initiatives for all FC Cincinnati players, from the Academy age 
groups up through the first team 

Club Recalls McCabe; Leans Albadawi 

• Dn May 29, FC Cincinnati recalled midfielder Tommy McCabe and loaned midfielder 
Nazmi Albadawi to the USL Championship’s North Carolina FC 

• McCabe made the bench for the June 6 game at New York City FC and the June 22 
game against the LA Galaxy, but has yet to make his FCC debut 

• McCabe made nine appearances, including eight starts, with North Carolina FC 
... the midfielder scored two goals - including the USL Championship Goal of the 
Week for Week 4 - during this time on loan... McCabe made three preseason 
appearances with the Grange and Blue before being loaned on Feb. 15 

• Albadawi made his MLS debut in FC Cincinnati’s match against the New York Red

• Orange and Blue goalkeeper Spencer Richey made history at Orlando City on May 19 
when he registered a save on Nani’s 50th minute penalty attempt 

• Richey became the first FC Cincinnati goalkeeper to record a penalty save in an 
MLS match 

• file stop was Richey’s first-ever career penalty save 

• Real Salt Lake’s Albert Rusnak became the first player to attempt a penalty against 
FC Cincinnati on April 19, and his attempt was successful 

Different Droughts Snapped in Dack-to-Dack Games 

• Darren Mattocks’ goal at Orlando on May 19 ended the club’s 408-minute road 
scoreless drought that reached back to the 66th minute at New England on March 
24 

• Uie week before, on May 11 against Montreal, Allan Cruz tallied in the seventh 
minute to break FC Cincinnati’s 527-minute scoreless drought that dated back to 
April 7 

• Uie 527-minute streak was the sixth-longest in MLS history, but almost 300 
minutes shy of the league’s scoreless record: 824 minutes set by Toronto FC (July 
7-Sept. 22,2007) 

Garnet’s Debut 

• Interim Head Coach Yoann Damet made his debut on May 11, earning a 2-1 victory 
over Montreal - his former club - at Nippert Stadium 

• He was named the club’s caretaker coach on May 7 following Alan Koch’s dismissal 

• Uie win against Montreal was FC Cincinnati’s first victory since March 24, a 2-0 
road win at the New England Revolution 

Damet Makes MLS Histery in Win 

• Yoann Damet set a pair of MLS coaching records in his MLS debut on May 11 against 
Montreal 

• He became the youngest head coach in MLS history (29 years, 53 days) when he 
led the team that day... the previous youngest head coach, according to the Elias 
Sports Bureau, was Roy Wegerle (32 years, 186 days) who served as the Colorado 
Rapids’ interim head coach on Sept. 21,1996, at D.C. United 

• Damet also became the youngest coach to win a match in MLS, besting the mark 
set by Ben Olsen (33 years. 111 days) who win his third game with D.C. United on Aug. 
22,2010, against the Philadelphia Union

• file $250+ million, privately funded stadium will seat approximately 26,000 fans and 
is expected to remain on schedule and open on time for its March 2021 target

attended - was held on Dec. 19,2018 

• Among the design considerations are more than 50 suites (most in MLS not in 
an NFL stadium), 4,500+ premium seats among a variety of club spaces, and a 
safe-standing supporters section to hold more than 3,000 fans that will rise from 
field-level to the top of the stadium on one end 

New Training Digs Also Under Construction 

• In addition to West End Stadium, FCC is also constructing a $30+ million, state-of- 
the-art training facility in Milford, Ohio - about 15 miles from downtown Cincinnati 

• When completed this September, the Mercy Health Training Center will feature a 
34,000 square foot facility on 24 acres just off 1-275 

• It has full-size, lighted playing fields - two natural grass and one artificial turf - 
plus a separate, dedicated goalkeepers area 

• Inside, the Mercy Health Training Center will house the FCC first team and Acade¬ 
my, as well as the technical staff, soccer operations and communications staffs, as 
well as members of other FCC departments 

• It will also include a full-time dining facility, team lounge, auditorium and media
